WORD  from  the  Progreaglve  Conierva- 
t!?e  convention  at  Vancouver  last 
•vening  that  Hon.  Herbert  Anacomb, 
l^y  leader  and  deputy  premier  in  the 
coalition  Oovemment,  had  decided  to 
resign  hig  party  post  and  seek  immediate 
re-election  on  the  floor  of  the  convention, 
iuggesU  a frontal  attack  on  the  Bcnnelt- 
for-leader  boom  which  had  been  gel  up 
with  the  help  of  the  young  Progesslve  Con- 
lervatlveg.  Mr.  Anscomb  apparently  la 
determined  to  have  his  status  aettled  im- 
mediately, and  chooses  this  method  of 
forcing  the  Issue  now. 

While  it  will  be  for  the  delegate.*!  to 
gay  what  they  will  do  with  this  thrust  and 
eounter-thrust  within  the  party,  there  Is 
not  much  doubt  that  Mr,  Anacomb  haa 
aupportera  enough  to  crush  the  revolt  and 
see  him  through.  For  a month  past  he  has 
been  touring  the  Province,  collecting  *‘vote.s 


of  confidence'*  from  the  various  Progressive 
Conservative  organiaatlona.  It  Is  unlikely, 
therefore  that  there  will  be  any  change  In 
the  Provincial  leadership  of  the  Progressive 
Conservative  party  on  this  showing. 

The  flare-up  Is  more  interesting  for  itif 
effects  on  the  ultimate  fate  of  the  Coalition 
movement  than  for  the  express  contention 
of  tlie  moment.  For  months  past  there  has 
been  Federal  restlessness  on  both  sides  of 
the  Liberal-Conservative  union.  Young 
Liberals  were  disciplined  sharply  at  Van- 
couver. Young  Progressive  Conservatives 
seem  In  for  the  same  treatment  now.  Yet. 
under  both,  party  members  on  both  sides 
know  that  the.Coalltlon  will  not  likely  sur- 
vi\f  beyond  Its  present  term.  The  real 
question  is  who  will  take  the  blame  for 
breaking  it  up,  and  on  that  there  has  been 
marching  and  counter-marching  for 
months. 


They  Keep  the  Sea  Lanes 

Today  is  Navy  Day,  tomorrow  will  be 
Battle  of  the  Atlantic  Sunday,  the  cul- 
mination of  Navy  Week.  Together 
these  observances  comprise  an  Invitation  to 
Canadians  to  remember  the  naval  and  mer- 
chant marine  services  of  this  country  and 
their  historic  roles  during  the  war,  and  to 
visit  training  establishments  In  their  midst. 
For  Victorians  open  house  will  prevail  this 
afternoon  at  the  Esquimalt  station,  where' 
once  more  citizens  may  see  for  themselves 
how  the  navy  lives  and  haa  its  being. 

It  Is  imnccessary  to  recall  the  great 
events  associated  with  the  navy  and  Its 
partner  the  merchant  marine.  This  city 
from  its  earliest  beginnings  has  been  a sea- 
port of  importance.  It  was  men-o’-war  that 
buttressed  Its  pioneer  years  and  merchant 
vessels  that  brought  it  sustenance.  The 
White  and  the  Red  Ensigns  are  at  home 
here.  The  sailors  who  sail  under  these  his- 
toric flags  have  been  and  still  are  this  city’s 


familiars.  Victoria  cradles  their  families 
and  has  always  been  proud  of  Its  men  In 
blue,  and  of  the  Navy  League  cadets  who 
voluntarily  prepare  to  follow  In  their  foot- 
steps. 

This  year  there  Is  special  slgniflc^ce  at- 
tached to  the  annual  observance  of  Navy 
Day.  Three  local  warships  are  on  combat 
duty  abroad,  Illustrating  again  that  the 
navy  Is  the  one  arm  which  is  most  ready  to 
assume  an  active  service  role  at  a moment's 
notice.  It  is  very  much  in  the  national  In- 
tere.st  that  this  readiness  should  be  main- 
tained, a circumstance  dependent  in  no 
small  measure  on  the  support  given  to  it  by 
the  general  public.  Victorians  have  oppor- 
tunity this  week-end  to  demonstrate  their 
continuing  Interest  in  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy  and  Its  associated  services;  besides 
which  they  will  see  much  that  will  Intrigue 
and  enlighten  them,  as  well  as  renewing  a 
contact  pleasurable  and  of  benefit  to  sailor 
and  civilian  alike.

New  YORK— ThU  Uttle  war ‘will 
have  big  eonsequences.  What- 
ever may  be  the  direct  outcome  of  the 
Korean  affair,  Its  effect  upon  domestic 
economy  will  continue  tb  be  Import- 
ant In  all  calculations.  It  Is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  the  Cummuniit 
Invasion  of  June  may  well  be  a signl- 
flcanl  turning  point  in  our  economic 
history. 

Prices  move  up  and  up.  with  no 
stabilisation  in  eight  liie  general 
pattern  of  a fifth  round  of  wage  in- 
creases Is  forming.  This  time,  the 
average  demand  will  be  an  Increase 
of  about  10  per  cent  That  will  mean 
an  increase  of  approximately  5 per 
cent  In  the  nation's  production  costs. 

The  general  Impact  on  the  supply 
of  manpower  Is  very  serious.  With 
almost  full  employment  In  1049,  the 
United  States  produced  a volume  of 
$256,000,000,000  In  IMO.  There  were 
50,000,000  employed,  and  3,400,000  un- 
employed. of  which  number  about 
half  were  unemployable. 

In  the  first  half  of  this  year,  before 
Korea,  employment  rose  to  more  than 
60,000,000.  Since  then,  there  has  been 
a rapid  rise  to  62,500,000  civilians  em- 
ployed. and  the  gross  national  product 
Is  at  a rate  of  $270,000,000,000  a year. 

it  if  it 

Shortages  of  industrial  workers  are 
appearing  everywhere.  The  demand 
Is  reported  by  the  Labor  Department 
at  a five -year  peak.  If  the  Korean 
war  ends  without  further  outbreaks 
elsewhere,  these  consequences  will 
continue  to  mount  up. 

The  United  States  has  determined 
to  Increase  Us  armed  forces  by  about 
2,000,000  men,  and  expenditure  for 
national  defence  by  $15,000,000,000  or 
$20,000,000,000. 

Making  the  stuff  for  which  this 
expendtlure  Is  planned  will  Lake 


4,000,000  more  workers.  The  result 
will  be  that  after  every  employable 
worker  U taken— and  that  has  almost 
happened  now— there  wlU  sUll  be  a 
demand  for  more  than  6,000,000 
workers.  Whfcre  can  they  be  found? 

This  is  where  women  will  come  In— 
four  or  more  million  strong.  Then  a 
million  or  two  hitherto  “over-aged" 
men  and  “under-aged"  boys.  Beyond 
that,  there  n\ay  well  be  required 
countless  hours  of  overtime. 

Ail  this  is  essential  If  we  are  not 
going  to  reduce  sharply  our  produc- 
tion of  civilian  goods.  And  it  would 
seem  that  the  necessary  manpower 
can  be  found.

Dominion  Forest  Service  In  new  and 
beauUful  formal.  It  cosU  only  $1  SO, 
and  In  Its  way  la  even  a bigger  bargain 
than  the  famous  Taverner  “Birds  of 
Canada"  which,  to  date,  has  been  tho 
King's  Printer's  best  gift  to  the  nature 
worshippers  of  Canada. 

With  '‘Native  Trees."  even  a young 
child  can  Identify  ariy  tree  In  tho 
country.  Each  species  Is  described 
by  a aeries  of  brilliant  photographs 
of  the  whole  tree,  the  leaf,  fruit  and 
Winter  twigs.  These  are  associated 
with  detailed  descriptive  text  which 
Includes,  in  every  instance,  a small 
colored  map  that  gives  the  normal 
range  of  each  species  of  tree.  These 
miniature  maps  In  themselves  are  of 
interest  even  to  those  who  bavo 
known  trees  for  a long  time. 

O.  A.  Macdonald,  the  Dominion 
Forester,  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
this  great  book.  He  took  the  old 
Bulletin  61,  which  was  first  published 
In  1917,  and  reprinted  with  varying 
degrees  of  revision  In  1031,  1933  and 
1939,  and  while  paying  full  tribute 
to  the  work  of  the  men  who  prepared 
that  old  manual,  with  Its  line  draw- 
ings and  succinct  text,  simply  revolu- 
tionised It  He  called  upon  iho 
services  of  foresters,  artists,  photog- 
raphers, and  the  resources  of  all 
affiliated  departments  of  Oovem- 
ment, including  the  British  Columbia 
and  Quebec  Forest  Bervloes.  The  re« 
suit  Is  a book  that  sUnda  up  with 
the  flnest  printing  and  publishing 


Presumably,  unless  a general  war 
breaks  out  or  a revolution  takes  place 
in  Russia,  the  cold  war  made  Into  a 
dry  tee  war  by  Korea  will  go  on  for 
an  unpredictable  time. 

In  the  course  of  that  time,  certain 
correctives  will  operate.  There  wUl  be 
the  natural  increase  in  production  per 
man  hour,  which  Is  generally  esti- 
mated at  3 per  cent  a year.  New 
machinery  and  more  efflclent  organi- 
zation accounts  for  that.  Also,  there 
will  be  a natural  growth  of  the  labor 
force  by  about  1.000.000  a year. 

‘The  big  strain,  therefore,  wUl  end 
In  about  two  years. 

If  a third  world  war  comes,  an 
entirely  new  set  of  circumstances  will 
be  present.  These  will  entail  a process 
of  regimentation,  freeeing  of  workers 
and  austerity  beyond  anything  ever 
before  experienced,  unless  such  a war 
should  be  brief  and  decisive.  That 
eventuality  need  not  be  anltcipated 
now. 

There  Is  enough  to  worry  about  In 
the  Inflation  and  readjustment  of 
employment  that  lie  immediately 
ahead. 


Merit  Should  Be  the  Measure  for  Promotion 

SCHOOL  trustees  of  British  Columbia,  In 
in  their  annual  convention  dlicussioni 
here,  have  reintroduced  a subject  that 
has  been  debated  time  and  again  in  many 
fields  of  employment.  This  Is  the  question 
of  merit  Yeraus  length  of  service  in  deter- 
mining salary  increases.  The  convention 
favored  the  establishment  of  a system  of 
grading  of  teachers,  in  preference  to  Uie 
granting  of  automatic  Increments  based  on 
duration  of  employment. 

The  Issue  Is  one  affecting  all  fields  of  pub- 
lic service.  It  Is  of  particular  importance 
In  the  schools,  because  It  Is  there  that 
qualifications  of  employees  make  a direct 
Imprint  on  the  lives  of  others.  Where  there 
Is  mediocrity  in  other  branches  of  public 
service  two  may  have  to  be  employed  to  do 
the  work  of  one,  but  the  damage  to  the 
taxpayer  usually  is  confined  to  his  pocket- 
book.  The  damage  Is  more  serious  in  the 


case  of  the  schools,  where  standards  of  In- 
struction are  bound  to  be  reflected  in  the 
attainments  of  pupils  and  thus  Influence 
the  course  of  their  lives. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  why  there  should  be 
any  strenuous  opposition  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  a system  of  grading.  Those  content 
to  coast  along  through  the  years  on  a set 
increment  scale  might  not  like  it,  but  they 
should  expect  scant  sympathy.  There  was 
perhaps  an  undeserved  reflection  on  the 
teaching  profession  in  the  remark  of  one 
delegate  that  the  present  system  encour- 
aged slackness,  though  It  may  have  con- 
tained some  truth.  What  should  be  stressed 
in  efforts  to  change  the  system  is  that  grad- 
ing would  encourage  teachers  to  work  for 
promotion  by  raising  their  own  qualifica- 
tions, thereby  achieving  the  double  purpose 
of  increasing  their  salaries  and  improving 
standards  of  education.

Wartime  pricei  were  controlled,  and  govern- 
ments in  acme  countries  subsidized  food  pur- 
chases In  bulk.  In  order  to  keep  retail  price'!  at 
a fixed  low  level.  The  coat  of  this  policy  was 
passed  on  to  the  taxpayer. 

I think  it  is  fairly  obvlou.i  where  people  are 
getting  the  mllllone  of  dollars  for  new  cars; 
my  first  letter  covers  this  point  without  direct 
reference.  Well  operated  machinery  is  not  so 
much  a luxury  and  expense  as  it  is  a source 
of  production.  Cars  are  extensively  used  in 
business,  .enable  people  to  move  about,  the 
cotmlry  and  help  maintain  many  different  types 
of  business  and  Industry.  Good  Canadian 
homes,  cars,  household  appliances,  etc.,  arc  all 
evidences  of  Industry  and  proaperity;  they  are 
not  the  product  of  the  expIoltaUon  of  the 
individual,  as  suggested. 

As  regards  those  clUtcns  between  the  ages  of 
$0  and  70  living  on  “meagre  savings."  I can  only 
say  from  observation,  that  most  of  the  people 
I have  met  In  this  category  are  doing  very 
nicely.  Many  have  good  Jobs,  small  buslnesaes. 
some  own  their  own  homes,  and  some  have 
grown-up  families.  I have  seen  few  cases  of 
real  hardship,  but  no  doubt  they  exist.  Any 
couple  who  can  live  on  meagre  savings  must 
be  In  possession  of  a fair  capital  sum.  either 
tn  cash  or  Investments. 

In  closing  I would  say  that  “big  business" 
owned  by  thousands  of  shareholders,  most  of 
moderate  means,  provides  ways  and  means  for 
developing  resources  which  would  otherwUw  lie 
idle.  Do  away  with  “big  business"  and  You  do 
away  with  millions  of  good  Jobs,  and  prices 
would  bo  much  higher  than  they  are— In  fact 
many  of  thoee  things  now  commonplace  would 
not  be  available.  Those  pien  who  operate  “big 
bualness"  carry  a big  load  of  responsibility, 
usually  work  harder  than  most  people,  and  many 
give  generously  to  help  their  brother-man. 

If  we  wish  to  Improve  our  lot.  it  le  a good 
thing  to  be  appreciative  of  the  progrese  already 
made,  and  pot  to  be  jealous  or  envious  of  thoee 
who  have  proKreaeed  considerably  in  the  atrvice 
•f  their  fellows,  and  who  have  Justly  profiled 
thereby.

“Was  this  lack  of  ground-work  Do- 
mlnlon-wldef"  The  answer,  drawn 


freshmen  are  nothing  Uke  as  good  — 
academically  speaking— as  their  pro- 
totypes of  a generation  ago.” 

Thoughtful  Canadians,  In  a position 
to  Judge,  fear  greatly  that  the  con- 
sensus is  correct. 

But  why  should  It  be  correct?  How 
in  the  world  do  young  people  with 
such  deflclency  in  the  moet  elemen- 
tary "ground-work"  ever  matriculate 
through  the  portals  of  any  of  our 
higher  InsUtuUons  of  learning?

If  that  is  possible.  And  to  Ignore  It 
would  be  to  indulge  in  what  a learned 
man  once  described  as  “ostrich 
reasoning.”
